OFFICIALS behind the relaunch 
of York Road Market have issued 
an appeal for traders and shoppers 
- to use the facility or risk losing it. 

The market was originally 
launched on April 23, under the 
supervision of Geraud Markets 
UK. The original indoor market 
was closed in 2009 due to health 
and safety grounds. 

Although the return of the market 
was a success, the number of shop¬ 
pers using it tailed off. 

Now, residents are being urged to 
give the market a chance and check 
out the stalls on offer. 

John Connolly, business and con¬ 


tracts manager for Geraud Markets 
UK, said: “York Road Market has 
got new amenities, great car park¬ 
ing for traders and new stalls pro¬ 
vided by the council - and it’s in a 
well-known location. 

“A relaunched market is going to 
need a little time to establish itself 
in the current economic climate, 
but York Road has a lot of positives 
going for it.” 

A number of deals are on offer to 
encourage traders to take up stalls, 
including a half-price discount for 
those selling goods not already on 
offer. 

“We will look at every trader on 
an individual basis to see how we 
can give them further support,” Mr 


Connolly added. 

Meanwhile, Southend Council 
leader Nigel Holdcroft has said the 
authority had listened to residents’ 
wishes by reopening the market. 

He said: “Following the closure 
of the old indoor market, shoppers 
and traders alike implored us to do 
everything in our power to bring 
the market back as soon as possi¬ 
ble. 

“We listened to them and we have 
invested a significant amount of 
money and council resources to 
provide new amenities and stalls 
for traders. 

“We also brought in market spe¬ 
cialists Geraud to run the re¬ 
launched market in a bid to make it 


a success again. But there is only 
so much we can do as a local 
authority - we need traders to trade 
from the market and shoppers to 
buy goods from it. 

“It wasn’t working as a Friday 
and Saturday market so we have 
decided to give it one last big push 
as a Friday-only market in the hope 
that it will prosper. 

“We desperately want the market 
to succeed but we can’t afford to 
bankroll it. 

“People have got to understand 
that if it doesn’t become viable, 
we’ll have to call time on it.”

SOUTHEND Pier will remain 
closed to the public for the next 10 
days while repairs take place. 

Work is being carried out on the 
walkway and support pilings after 
they were damaged by a barge last 
Tuesday. 

Contractors are due to start work 
on the pier today (Wednesday) and 
Southend Council hopes it will be 


completed in time for the pier to 
reopen on Saturday, September 24. 

The date coincides with the visit of 
the paddle steamer, Waverley, and 
the start of the two-day Busking on 
the Pier event. 

Derek Jarvis, Southend’s council¬ 
lor for culture and tourism, told the 
YA that bad weather and tidal condi¬ 
tions had hampered the structural 


engineer’s attempts to assess the 
damage to the pier. 

“However, he has been able to set 
out the temporary repairs, which are 
necessary to enable the public to 
have access to the pier again and we 
estimate these will take 10 days to 
implement,” he said. 

“We are aiming to get the pier open 
to residents and visitors again in time

for the Waverley’s arrival and the 
first day of the busking event on 
Saturday, September 24. 

“The full repairs will involve a sec¬ 
ond phase of works, which are esti¬ 
mated to take four to six weeks. 

“These are scheduled to take place 
in the autumn, but the public will 
continue to have safe access to the 
pier while they are carried out.”

Writer wins publishing deal

A LEIGH writer could be heading 
for the big time after landing a 
two-book deal with publishing 
giant Harper Collins. 

Syd Moore is about to release 
her first book, The Drowning Pool 
- a contemporary story based 
around the legend of Sarah Moore, 
the sea witch, who lived in Leigh 
in the 19th Century. 

Some parts of the book will be 
familiar to those who know Leigh 
as the main character has moved 
there with her child. When strange 
things start to happen to her, she 
realises she could be haunted by 
the sea witch’s ghost. 

Syd, who has an MA in creative 
writing and is also the editor of 
Level 4 magazine, told the YA that 
Sarah Moore had been in her mind 
since the pub sharing her name 
opened in the town. 

The 40-year-old writer began to 
research Sarah Moore and discov¬ 
ered what a tough life she had. 

Syd, of Oakleigh Park Drive, 
said: “I wanted to write a story 
about a character that had been 
reviled by the people of Leigh. 

“Sarah Moore had nine kids, and 
was a mangier - that was back¬ 
breaking work. 

“She was a poor old woman that 
had a lot of tragedy in her life and 
I wanted to tell the other side. 

“People viewed her as a witch. 
She did the fortune telling with 
sand through her fingers and made 
herbal potions. But unfortunately 
her reputation got nailed when 
there was a cholera epidemic in 
the town and she lost two children 


in four days. 

“She boiled up a herbal brew and 
left it on the steps of afflicted fam¬ 
ilies and the babies died. The local 
people said she poisoned the 
babies because she couldn’t bear 
to see any more children.” 

Syd said she had been lucky that 
the director of Harper Collins had 
read the first two chapters. 

“I’d sent them to a friend who 


works at the publisher and she 
printed them out but forgot to pick 
them up,” she explained. 

“They ended up being given to 
the director, who loved them, and 
it grew from there. 

“Being published is fantastic - it 
feels like all the extra hours I have 
put into my writing have paid off. 

“Sometimes you keep writing 
and you think that if you are not 


getting published, you may be a bit 
deluded. But now I have got a 
deal, it makes me feel that I’m not 
mad and I’m a good writer.” 

The Drowning Pool is available 
from all good bookshops and 
Amazon. 

Syd will be appearing at 
Waterstone’s in Southend on 
Saturday, October 1, at 1pm to 
sign copies of the book.

Steve Beckwith, 58, from Basildon, 
runs a bag stall at York Road Market. 
He hopes the relaunch will work. 

He said: “I’m happy with the market 
being on only a Friday - it makes more 
sense to have one day a week, really. 

“I think York Road is a very good site 
for a market, but Roots Hall will close 
shortly. 

“If it does, I think this market could 
become a two day one.” 


John Roe, 61, from Westcliff, 
visits the market every week 
and is keen to see it expand. 

He said: “It’s down to the 
council to try and get more 
stalls here. 

“I was going to open a stall 
here myself, but when I saw 
the number of them dropping 
down, I decided not to.” 


Jackie Marriott, also of 
Poynings Avenue, believes the 
market is on the wrong site. 

She said: “I think the market 
should be pushed into the 
High Street so more people 
can see the stalls. 

“It would be good to have 
something like a farmers’ mar¬ 
ket, too.”

Teenagers attack 
train passenger

A TRAIN user was beaten unconscious by a 
gang of youths while passengers looked on. 

British Transport Police are looking for a 
group of 12 teenagers who kicked and punched 
the victim to the ground before kicking him in 
the face and body. 

It is believed the 22-year-old was attacked fol¬ 
lowing an earlier altercation at Southend Central 
station. He was then set upon while travelling to 
Benfleet station at around 5.40am last Sunday. 

Detective Constable David Bishop said: “Even 
once he was knocked unconscious, the attack 
continued as the group kicked him about the 
face and torso. This type of incident is very rare 
on the railway, and violence of this nature will 
simply not be tolerated.”

Cull will go 
ahead 

DESPITE overwhelming 
opposition by the general pub¬ 
lic and scientists to a badger 
cull, Tory ministers have 
announced that they intend to 
go ahead and kill 70 per cent 
of UK badgers over a four- 
year period. 

Defra’s recent announcement 
will allow farmers to randomly 
shoot free-running badgers, 
lured out by food traps, mainly 
at night. Most farmers will opt 
for this method as it is the 
cheapest. Shooting is bound to 
cause horrific injuries as a 
clean kill cannot possibly be 
guaranteed. 

Badgers are harmless, loved, 
unique and secretive and their 
numbers are already in decline 
due to the hard winter and 
lack of earthworms. They are 


already under pressure from 
baiting with dogs, illegal trap¬ 
ping and road kill, but the 
biggest threat of all is from the 
dairy industry. 

Farmers hysterically blame 
them for the spread of bovine 
TB, even though the real rea¬ 
sons lie much closer to home. 

Modern dairy farming is so 
intense that cows cannot cope 
and are riddled with diseases 
and exhausted from over work 
by being forced to produce 
vast quantities of milk. Their 
immune systems are in tatters 
and most are slaughtered at 
five or six years old. 

To this we can add grossly 
inaccurate TB tests that allow 
diseased animals to re-infect 
their own herd or to be trans¬ 
ported around the UK, infect¬ 
ing new herds. 

The diminishing levels of 
bTB over the last three years, 
with no badgers killed, con¬ 
firms the pointlessness of 
culling and a £50m, ten-year, 
independent investigation by 
top scientists (ISG) concluded 
that ‘badger culling cannot 
meaninghilly contribute to the 
control of cattle TB’ and 
‘could make matters worse’. 

The RSPCA is just one 
organisation that believes the 
bTB problem should be tack¬ 
led using an approved vaccine 
licensed for use in March this 
year, combined with more cat¬ 
tle testing, improved biosecu¬ 
rity and stricter controls on the 
movement of cattle. 

However, despite sound sci¬ 
entific evidence opposing a 
cull and huge public opposi¬ 
tion, David Cameron and the 
farming industry remain 
obsessed with killing off 
Britain’s wildlife. 

Please sign online petitions 
opposing the cull of these so- 
called ‘protected’ animals.

S ometimes it is hard to 

find a place that has kept 
its old charm by escaping 
the impact of development, but 
an area beside the Thames 
Estuary has done just that. 

While many of Old Leigh’s his¬ 
toric buildings were lost when it 
was sliced in half by the coming 
of the railway, some remain in an 
area of the former fishing village 
sandwiched between the railway 
line and the Thames Estuary. 

Other buildings that had either 
collapsed or been left derelict 
have been saved or restored or 
future generations, thanks to the 
tireless work of the community, 
volunteers and the Leigh Society. 

The society, set up in 1973, 
works to preserve features of 
historic and public interest, and 
has two other arms - that of the 
Leigh Heritage Centre and the 2 
Plumbs Yard Project. 

The heritage centre is housed 
in the Old Smithy, which was 
purchased by the council many 
years ago, along with other 
buildings in the area, for devel¬ 
opment. The Old Smithy, howev¬ 
er, fell into disrepair and 
remained that way until the Leigh 
Society was set up. 

A group of local residents 
launched the society and a local 
councillor kept their files in her 
front room before approaching 
the council for a lease on a suit¬ 
able building in 1979. 

It was then that a decision was 
made to save the old Smithy 
and two cottages and the soci¬ 


ety was given just eight weeks 
to make it safe. 

The Leigh Heritage Centre 
Limited now maintains the 
museum in the Old Leigh 
Conservation Area, which dis¬ 
plays a range of different docu¬ 
ments, photographs and other 
items connected with the history 
of Leigh-on-Sea. 

It is a fascinating place to 
spend some time reading about 
the area and looking at old pho¬ 
tographs of the village. There is 
also an added bonus through a 
doorway at the back of the 
museum, which takes you into a 
restored fishing cottage. 

The cottage is the outcome of 
the ‘2 Plumbs Yard Project’, 
which was set up by the society 
when the council - who owned 
the cottage - said the society 
could have the lease if it under¬ 
took the restoration work. 

But, despite help from the 
Heritage Lottery Fund, Cory 
Environmental Trust and the 
council, it was too late for the 
building, which collapsed. 

The restoration project turned 
into a rebuilding project that was 
finally finished in 2007, and 
recreates the look of the original 
1850s cottage. 

Heritage centre visitors are 
welcome to take a tour of the 
downstairs living quarters and 
upstairs sleeping area, which 
both recreate a 19th Century 
fisherman’s cottage. 

It includes sights, smells and 
noises, with household items,

furniture and artefacts from the 
period, and even a fishing net 
slung over the banisters. 

As well as the museum and 
the cottage, there are plenty of 
other things to see in Old Leigh, 
from quaint cottages and boats, 
to other historical sites. 

You can pick up a booklet on 
interesting places in the area 
from the museum and find out 
more about Leigh, which was a 
fishing community for more than 
a thousand years. 

It was of national importance 
to seafaring and trading between 
the 14th and 18th Centuries and 
helped protect the Thames from 
Dutch, French and Spanish

navies. It was also home to 
expert seamen, such as the 
Goodlads, Witakers, Salmons, 
Rogers and Bonners. 

One local man, Richard 
Haddock, who had 10 captains 
and two admirals in his family, 
was knighted by Charles II after 
the Battle of Sole Bay, and made 
Commissioner of the Navy. 

The area’s fishing industry 
reached its peak in the 18th and 
19th Centuries, and its signifi¬ 
cance as a port declined in the 
late 19th Century, because the 
water of Leigh Creek silted up. 

The oyster and shrimp trade 
became important in the 19th 
Century.

Landlord Question 


I am trying to rent a property and am being asked for a Guarantor as my income 
does not meet the criteria, why is this? 


Think Property Answer 


As a tenant, you might be asked to provide a guarantor for your tenancy. A guarantor 
is someone who guarantees the rent on your behalf. They are responsible for the rent 
on your home. If you don’t pay the rent, your guarantor will be chased for payment. 
There are several situations where you might need to provide a guarantor. If you’ve 
never rented before, and this is particularly true for students taking on their first digs, 
parents or guardians will be expected to act as a guarantor in most cases. You will 
also most likely be asked to stand a guarantor if your income is low or difficult to 
prove, if you haven’t rented before or if your landlord doesn’t think you can afford the 
rent. There no laws regulating whether a landlord can ask for a guarantor: it’s up to 
their judgment. 

A guarantor will have to satisfy a landlord or letting agent that they are who they say 
they are and capable of covering the rent and also it’s usual that a guarantor will be a 
homeowner. The guarantor will have to provide documentary evidence of their status 
and also sign an agreement to cover the rent.

A. In a word, yes - not least because the overall 
state of the housing market is by no means as bleak as all the doom and gloom in 
the national press might have you believe. 

The key thing to remember is that there is now effectively only a 7 or 8-week 
window before the market starts to slow down again. So, if you would still prefer to 
sell before Christmas, you need to act now. 

And the first thing to do is discuss things with your agent. One thing he or she will 
probably suggest (and if they don’t, you could raise it yourself) is to take fresh 
photos. People will often retain a visual memory of a property they have already 
looked at - particularly if they are doing their house-hunting online. As a result, new 
pictures, perhaps taken from a different angle, can often tempt them to take a 
second look. Besides, if the existing shots were all taken back in late spring, they 
will be looking a little tired by now - not to mention over-familiar. And if you are 
worried about losing those nice, summery pictures, remember that thanks to the 
wonders of digital photography, you are guaranteed a blue sky - whatever the 
weather! 

You can also help your own cause by casting an objective eye over your home, to 
make sure that it is still looking its best. Particularly at this time of year, gardens can 
look rather jaded, so a general tidy-up could well be in order. 

Ultimately, however, there is only one real reason why a property isn’t selling, and 
that is price. The fact that you initially had a lot of interest suggests that your original 
asking price was probably about right. But things have changed since then, and I’m 
afraid you really may have to bite the bullet and look at lowering your asking price. 
If you are still asking, say, £205,000 instead of £199,000, your property may no 
longer be in the right price bracket, and you may be losing out with those buyers 
looking for “up to £200,000.” 

Just remember, the property you yourself eventually buy will also be cheaper!

New affordable 
homes in Essex 

With affordable housing in critically short supply across much of Essex, councils in the county are 
working with home builders and housing associations to increase the supply of new homes, 
including new build affordable homes. 

Many house builders are committed to providing affordable homes in Essex and are continuing to 
work hard to identify opportunities so that they can meet the demand. 

But the ability of the councils and new home providers to secure the number of affordable homes 
needed is constrained by the economic situation and the availability of government grants. 
Notting Hill Housing Trust, for example, one of the largest, most experienced, innovative and 
financially secure housing associations in the UK, was appointed by Havering Council last year to 
deliver 181 new homes in partnership with Countryside Properties in Hilldene. 

But plans to build the homes on 7.2 acres of former sheltered housing sites at Darlington and 
Chippenham Gardens in Hilldene, Harold Hill, Essex, have been disrupted by the coalition 
Government’s decision to change its funding policy for affordable housing schemes. 

A spokesperson for Havering Council said that they remain extremely hopeful that Notting Hill 
Housing will still be able to secure funding from the government’s Homes and Communities 
Agency (HCA). But failing that, the council would “look at different options, including a change 
of new homes plans, if the leading housing association failed to get finance from the HCA”. 
John Hughes, group development director at Notting Hill Housing, said that his firm is keen 
“to work with the Council and local residents to reinvigorate the area for the benefit of the whole 
community in Harold Hill”. 

But despite the various challenges, many property developers are providing much needed 
new homes, including affordable homes for rent and shared ownership, together with homes 

for private sale. 

The UK’s largest house builder, Barratt Homes, held a first time buyer event last weekend on 
10th and 11th September, at one of their new developments in Essex called Reflections located in 
Colchester. Potential buyers were invited to visit and see the new development and talk to the 
Barratt Homes team about the FirstBuy scheme available on the new homes. 

The FirstBuy scheme is a shared equity scheme that makes buying a first home more affordable. 
Buyers can purchase the property for only 80% of the property sale price. The remaining 20% 
is loaned and funded by the house builder and the HCA. 

“The FirstBuy scheme is great news for first time buyers looking to get onto the property ladder 
with a manageable deposit,” said Rebecca Littler of Barratt Eastern Counties. “FirstBuy represents 
an outstanding opportunity to take their first step on the housing ladder.”

Suzuki go for a splash hit

O N PAPER, the Suzuki 
Splash makes all the 
right moves but has 
been a curiously slow seller to 
date, overshadowed by its 
sportier Swift sibling. A revised 
engine line up probably won’t 
do too much to change that, 
but the Splash deserves your 
attention if you need some¬ 
thing small, affordable yet 
decently practical. 

I’m not sure if you’re familiar 
with the movie ‘Failure To 
Launch’. It’s about a guy who 
never breaks free from his par¬ 
ents’ clutches and fails to fulfil 
his ambitions. Some cars fol¬ 
low a similar trajectory. They 
promise much, appear to 
deliver all the right ingredients, 
yet are mystifyingly left glued 
to showroom floors as cus¬ 
tomers flock to apparently less 
able fare. Just such a car is 
the Suzuki Splash. It’s a prop¬ 
erly talented little vehicle, 
designed in Europe for 
European tastes, it looks 
agreeably pert and it drives 
well but when was the last 
time you saw one on the 
road? 

Justifiably disgruntled by this 
state of affairs, Suzuki has 
attempted to reboot the 
Splash and place it in the 
sightline of customers looking 
for something affordable but 
usefully practical. With a 


revised range of engines and 
a rejigged trim structure, the 
Splash rides again. 

The big news, which will 
probably still be ignored by 
legions of British buyers, is 
that the Splash now gets the 
more powerful 93bhp 1.2-litre 
Dual WT-i engine from the 
Swift. This replaces the old 
85bhp unit and while the car¬ 
rot of an additional eight 
horsepower may not be 
enough to overwhelm Suzuki 
dealers with hordes of braying 
punters, the engine is a more 
flexible unit that also features 
better economy and emis¬ 
sions. 

It’s mated to five-speed 
manual gearboxes but there’s 
the option of a four-speed 
automatic. Suzuki stress that 
the Hungarian-built Splash has 
been optimised for European 
driving conditions and while it 
does feel a good deal more 
Western than, say, an old 
Wagon R, one has to wonder 
at the cultural stereotyping in 
testing that took in southern 
Spanish dirt tracks, German 
autobahns and English cob¬ 
bled streets. The Splash’s ride 
is actually rather firm but the 
steering is light, the turning cir¬ 
cle tight and all-round visibility 
is better than that of many of 
its rivals. The Splash is a com¬ 
pact five-door supermini-MPV 
not too dissimilar to tots like 
the Renault Modus or the 


Peugeot 1007. Originally, the 
Splash followed the Swift, 
Grand Vitara and SX4 as the 
fourth model to be created 
under Suzuki’s “Way of Life!” 
design philosophy. This pro¬ 
gram’s aim was to excite cus¬ 
tomers with a youthful vibran¬ 
cy that previous small Suzukis 
had sorely lacked. The old 
Wagon R certainly had vibran¬ 
cy but much of it was trans¬ 
mitted through the steering 
wheel. Space in the rear is 
pretty tight, as you might 
expect, but the 178-litre boot 
has a trick up its sleeve. 

Under the boot floor, there’s a 
huge wet bin for damp 
clothes, dirty boots or the 


pheasant that you’d just seen 
mown down. Access to the 
front is excellent, as the high 
seating position means you 
can more or less just step in, 
which makes the Splash a 
great choice for older or dis¬ 
abled drivers. 

As well as revising the 
engine line up, Suzuki has 
changed the trim levels. Gone 
are the old GLS and GLS+ 
designations, replaced with 
levels that bring the Splash 
more in line with the rest of the 
Suzuki range. You’ll now get 
to choose between SZ3 and 
SZ4 variants, the latter getting 
improved seating trim and a 
new design of alloy wheel. 


All Splash models are 
equipped with a CD tuner with 
MP3 player and steering 
wheel-mount¬ 
ed audio con¬ 
trols, a 
leather- 
trimmed 
steering 
wheel, remote 
central lock¬ 
ing, front elec¬ 
tric windows 
with driver’s auto-down, air 
conditioning, electrically 
adjustable and heated door 
mirrors, height-adjustable front 
seats, a tilt adjustable steering 
wheel and an information dis- 
play. 

Safety is another crucial 
constituent part of a small 
family vehicle and the Splash 
has an impressively complete 
specification in this regard. 
Four airbags, seatbelt force 
limiters and pre-tensioners for 
the front seats, ABS with 
brake assist and electronic 
brakeforce distribution are 
included, as are ESP stability 
control and an additional pair 
of side curtain airbags on 1.2 
SZ4 models. 

The revised 1.2-litre engine 
now achieves some very 
respectable figures, going 
55.4 miles on a gallon of 
unleaded while emitting just 
199g/km of carbon dioxide. 
Compare that to the 51.4mpg 
and 129g/km from the old 


1.2-litre engine and you’ll see 
where savings can be made. 
The Suzuki Splash is a car 
that needs a 
more com¬ 
pelling hook. It 
does nothing 
poorly but 
needs just one 
area where it 
excels to 
attract signifi¬ 
cant custom. 

Right now I’m struggling to 
think of the attribute that 
would make me want one. It’s 
a car that might well reward 
the buyer who puts some time 
and effort into researching a 
car purchase, someone who 
realises that discounts are 
available and that, along with 
robust residual values, the 
bottom line pence per mile fig¬ 
ures will be satisfyingly low. 

As a supermini-MPV, the 
Splash barely puts a foot 
wrong. It’s reasonable fun to 
drive, easy to get in and out of 
and data thus far suggests it’s 
extremely reliable. It lacks the 
verve and wit of the best 
European rivals but if you can 
forgo a little personality you’ll 
be rewarded with a car that’s 
well thought through. “Well 
Thought Through” may not be 
the tagline Suzuki needs to 
turn around the Splash’s 
rather modest sales record. 

For thoughtful drivers, howev¬ 
er, it could be just the ticket.
